Councillor Fyfe asked the 
planner if he could suggest 
another site and Mr. Gordon 
enquired if it was correct 
that Mr, Petty had looked at 
some Roraph

road at one time, for a dry 
cleaning plant - but that 
would “mean keeping two 
places going, ’’

Rail Strike Cripples 
Many Local Businesses 


The national rail strike 
tying up Canada since Mon- 
day morning is having its 
adverse effects inSt, Albert, 
The Gazette conducted a 
random survey of local bus- 
inesses and asked: “Is the 
present rail strike affecting 
your business and if so in 
what way?’’ Here are some 
of the answers: 

Jim Byrne’s Men’s Wear 
Our made-to-measure suits 
come from Montreal, Garth 
Peterson said, and at 
present we’re awaiting ship- 
ments which we desperately 
need, Although we still have 
a fair stock on hand of 
other men’s wear, it won't 
be long before we’re going 


to be running short ofsocks, 
shirts, ties and the such, 
Mr, Peterson said his store 
gets about 85 per cent of 
its stock from eastern supp- 
liers and if the strike isn’t 
settled soon, shortages in 
many lines will be encount= 
ered, 

Bank of Montreal - Miss 
Maxine Wiseman, admini- 
strative manageress issued 
a statement on behalf of 
Moe Gerwing, branch manae 
ger, Miss Wiseman admitt- 
ed that the strike has put 
the bank in a short position 
on coins and predicts that 
if the rail tie-up isn’t sett- 
led soon, coins will be ina 
desperate state of short 


Over 5,000 Students 


Well over 5,000 St, Ale 
bert students registered for 
the new school termon Mon- 
day and according to enrol- 
ment figures available today 
in relation to projections, 
this town’s 10 schools will be 
crowded to near-capacity, 
The 10 schools include six 
within the Separate System 
and four in the Public Sys- 
tem, 

Registrations this year 
were held Monday, August 27 
throughout the entire region 
including Sturgeon and Thi- 
bault and in all instances 
trends indicate enrolment 
projections will be either 
met or surpassed, This de- 
velopment is being attribut- 
ed to the extensive growth 
of St, Albert coupled to 
pretty accurate use of pro- 
jection formulas by school 
superintendents, 

St. Albert’s Public School 
District has already enroled 
over 2,250 students while 


the Separate District re- 
ports an enrolment to date 
of over 3,200 students, Both 
systems expect additional 
registrations after the La- 
bor Day weekend along with 
a few late-comers expected 
until the end of September,

Grandin Bukery - ‘We 
still have some flour on 
hand,’’ Peter Zuidema re- 
ported, “however, since 
there is no stock left in 
Edmonton, we have had to 
expedite a truck to Saskae 
toon where a_ shipment 
should tide us over until 
the rail tie-up is settled,’”’ 
Mr, Zuidema added that 
shipments via truck were 
only a temporary emer- 
gency measure, and an ex- 
pensive one, 

Hutchings Family Shoes - 
The strike is going to cost 
us about $2,000 in the loss 
of sales,’ Harry Hutchings 
told The Gazette, He also 
predicted that the 2,000 
figure will spiral if the 
strike continues for any 
length of time, Mr. Hutch- 
ings said he buys his shoe 
stock from eastern firms 
and at the moment he has 
thousands of dollars worth 
of orders in transit, 

Macleod’s = Local mana- 
ger Jack Pickett admitted 
the rail tie-up has already 
caused a delay in the deliv- 
ery of freezers since these 
are produced in eastern 
Canada, ‘‘We are also gett- 
ing low in stock of other 
lines,’’ Mr. Pickett said, 
‘and this situation is going 
to get worse if the strike is 
not settled soon,’’ He did 
say however that Macleods 
has put all its trucks into 
motion but there’s no way 
where they can cope with 
long-distance hauling dee 
mands because the firm’s 


trucks are already going 
round the clock, 

CJD Farm Implements - 
Bert Blomme was quick to 
admit the rail strike was 
affecting his business, ‘‘It’s 
delaying delivery of urgen- 
tly-needed farm machin- 
ery,’’ Mr. Blomme said and 
thus costing us great sales 
losses,’’ He gave as an ex= 
ample of this dilemma where 
last week he had to dispatch 
a truck to pick up two swa- 
thers in Vermilion where 
the strike caught these two 
machines he had sold and 
had to deliver, ‘‘We had 
two balers in transit from 
the U,S.,’’ Mr, Blomme 
said, ‘‘and these arrived 
just before the strike was 
called, We are held up for 
many vital machinery parts 
our customers need very 
badly,’’ he said, 

Safeway - The rail strike 
is affecting Safeway, parti- 
cularly in its stock of dry 
cereals and some grocer= 
ies, Since produce and meats 
are brought in via truck 
transport, no big problems 
are being encountered inob= 
taining a good supply of 
those items, Safeway has 
its own truck line, however, 
these vehicles are used to 
transport goods from ware= 
houses to the retail outlets 
and not for long-di stance 
hauling, Safeway did say 
however that if the rail 
strike continues indefinite 
ely the firm's truck lines 
could be restructured for 
long-distance hauling but 
that would only be as a 
last resort, 
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Construction workers are busy pouring concrete walks, steps and so on at the 
Grandin Medical Bldg., in an attempt to beat the Thursday deadline when concrete firms 


will have to close shop until the rail strike is settled.

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Edmonton’s ‘Pink Report’ Fails To 
Impress BACM 


BACM Development Core 
poration Limited is not too 
impressed with Edmonton’s 
92-page tome entitled ‘The 
Future of This City.’ 

When the pink-covered 
document on that city’s pro- 
posed annexation plan was 
distributed a few weeks ago, 
it immediately provoked ree 
actions throughout Northern 
Alberta, especially in com- 
munities located near the 
perimeter of Edmonton's 
proposed annexation bound- 
aries, Included in those who 
reacted against plans con- 
tained in The Future of This 
City was BACM Develop- 
ment Corp., one of the maj- 
or landowners north of Ed- 
monton and in St, Albert. 

Neville Bethwell, mana- 
ger, Edmonton Region for 
BACM’s land development 
division was one of the first 
to appear before Edmonton 
City Council and register 
protests against two major 
points which the ‘Pink Re- 
port’ advocates. 

The first point argued by 
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BACM was that the City of 
Edmonton amend its recom- 
mendation in regard to the 
location of perpetual agri-e 
cultural zones (green belt), 
Mr. Bothwell objected to 
the city’s proposal to esta- 
blish parts of BACM lands 
in the green belt, ‘‘thus 
Sterilize land which has 
been approved for annexa- 
tion and subsequently zoned 
for residential develop- 
ment,’’ Mr, Bcthwell said. 

The BACM representative 
had no great problem in ob- 
taining City of Edmonton’s 
approval to amend that part 
of the ‘Pink Report’ and his 
recommendation that City 
Council provide detailed 
consideration to the most 
desirable location for the 
proposed ring road in the 
BACM outline plan area, 
However, Mr. Bothwell age 
reed that he had to study 
The Future of This City 
very carefully and act 
promptly to have these two 
proposed clauses amended 


before things got out ofhand , 
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In view of these discrep- 
ancies, Mr, Bothwell was 
asked by The Gazette to 
comment on Edmonton’s re- 
cently-issued 92-page an- 
nexation proposal ‘The Fut- 
ure of This City.’ 

Mr, Bothwell unhesitat- 
ingly said the ‘Pink Report’ 
failed to clearly define plan- 
ning development policies, 
He told The Gazette his firm 
has been negotiating in a 
very constructive manner 
with Edmonton for anumber 
of years in terms of land 
developmem and now, acce- 
ording to the 92-page report 
‘we're honestly not sure 
where we stand or are we 
sure past policies will be 
honored.”’ 

‘Another area of concern 
to us,” Mr, Bothwell said, 
“deals with the green belt 
previously slated to lie be- 
tween St, Albert, Sherwood 
Park and Edmonton,’’ The 
report does not appear to 
respect this plan’s concept 
he said, or whether the green 
belt is going to be retained 
at all. 

In rélation to long-stand- 
ing policies between Edmon- 
ton and BACM, Mr. Beth- 
well feels The Future of This 
City “does not respect spe- 
cific outline planning that 
has been carried out con- 
sistantly with the Edmonton 
Regional Planning Commis- 
sion in the adjacent towns 


and municipalities, ’’ 

“Tt is not realistic or de- 
sirable to contain a city 
within an agricultural green 
belt,’’ Mr, Bothwell said. 
He .explained that, Edmon- 
ton {s going to grow and if 
growth is directed outside 
the green belt, then this 
presents a transportation 
problem . . . among others 
. , . and these always come 
back to the resident at great 
cost, 

Mr, Bothwell is of the 
opinion that Edmonton is 
not wise in trying to contain 
itself within a sterile green 
belt and further should direct 
its expansion in terms of 
urban economics,

urging the Board to adopt 
the following recommenda- 
tion: 

“The Board shall nor- 
mally follow the policy of 
admitting to Grade 1 only 
those children who are re- 


cognized for grants by the. 
Depart ment of Education, 


However, the Board may, 
at its discretion, admit 
younger children who are 
demonstrably ready for 
school,”’ 

Discussion on the recome 
mendation brought about a 
number of reactions from 
the trustees, Don Munro was 
quick to express his opinion 


Approves Amendment 


to the effect: ‘‘When a child 
is ready for school, regard- 
less of government grant 
policies, the child should be 
admitted, Money should not 
be the criteria upon which a 
school system should have 
school system should base 
the admittance of begin- 
ners,”’ 

Trustee Munro was criti- 
cal of government grant pol- 
icies in reference to which 
he said, ‘‘our government 
claims to be concerned with 
early childhood education 
yet will not pay us the edu- 
cation grant for students who 
fall short of the age limit 
set on beginners, Their (the 
government) concern app- 
ears to me as being plain 
and simple tokenism,’’ Mr, 
Munro concluded, 

Trustee Dr, Cuts dis- 
agreed with the recommen- 
dation because he feels a 
change in policy now will 
show favoritism, ‘‘If we 
change the policy at this 
stage,” Dr, Cuts said, 
‘we're leaving ourselves 
wide open to criticism, I 
feel we should have changed 
this policy ... if we’re 
going to do so. .. earlier 
in the year, advertise the 
change in order that all our 
citizens may get a chance 
to have their youngster ad- 
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mitted under the new pro- 
posed policy.’’ 

Assistant Superintendent 
Mrs, Martin expressed her 
views on the early admiss- 
ion of students policy when 
asked to do so by Chairman 
of the Board Charlie Sch- 
roder, Mrs, Martin said 
there could be dangers in 
witholding a student from 
entering school when he or 
she is ready. Mrs, Martin 
expressed concern in this 
regard where admissions 
are based on student grants 
and not on the readiness of 
the youngster, 

“You have made excep- 
tions in the past,’’ Mrs. 
Martin reminded the chair- 
man, ‘‘and in view of these, 
we have not been deluged 
with early admission appli- 
cations,’’ Mrs, Martin con- 
cluded by, saying that stu- 
dents are admitted to Grade 
1 following an orientation 
session held during the lat- 
ter part of June every year.

His third item concerned 
the Calgary Power Hearings 
this fall and he recommen- 
ded that council hire a con- 
sultant, Couns, Lukay's mo- 
tion to recommend this action 
to council carried unani- 
mously, 

Finally the mayor wanted 
to know ‘‘when are we going 
to make a decision on down- 
town parking?’’ It is becom- 
ing more and more congest- 
ed and minor accidents are 
fairly frequent he said.

Councillor Throndson was 
concerned with the lack of 
trailer-camping sites in St, 
Albert, saying he had done a 
great deal of camping in Al- 
berta and in the States, and 
always takes opportunities 
to invite people here, He 
recommended that a Mac- 
donald Drive site or any 
others be investigated. May- 
or Gibbon, while agreeing

If you were to visit a 
health food store, you would 
find its shelves stocked with 
foods from these three clas- 
ses: 1) grains and cereals 
with a minimum of refining; 
seeds and nuts; 2) ‘‘unpro- 
cessed’’ foods; 3) organic 
foods, Grains and Cereals 
that have had a Minimum of 
Refining, Seeds and Nuts:- 
whole wheat flour, stone 
ground flour, wheat germ, 
brown rice, millet, rye flour 

soya flour, sunflower seeds, 

sesame seeds, peanuts, 

cashews, 

Whole wheat and stone 

ground flour are on this list 

because health food people 

say that white flour has “‘had 

the goodness refined out of 

it.’ It is true that in the 

milling of white flour, the 

germ and bran are removed 

from the wheat kernel, redu- 

cing its content of thiamin, 

riboflavin, niacin, and iron, 

However, almost all white 

flours sold today have been 

enriched with these three 

B vitamins and iron accord- 

ing to standards set by the 

Food and Drug Regulations, 

In addition, the milling and 

processing of flour increas- 

es its shelf life by eliminate 

ing the possibility of ran- 

cidity and infestation, 

Nuts, seeds, and soya 

beans are advertised to be 

sources of protein, accord- 

ing to health food promoters 

However, nuts and soya 

beans are low in one of the 

essential amino acids, and 

seeds are low in another one 

(Amino acids are the ‘‘build- 

i ng blocks’’ of protein), Thus 
these foods are limited as 

a source of good protein 

for human nutrition, As well 

seeds and nuts are nearly 

50 per cent fat, so are 

high in calories, which fur- 

ther limits their value as a 

source of protein, 

Soya beans have a “pro- 

tein score’’ of 70 (beef pro- 

tein score; 87) and soya flour

Raw milk, raw milk 
cheese, yogurt, buttermilk, 
unpasteurized honey, sea 
Salt, bon-iodized salt, raw 
brown sugar, demarara sug- 
ar, 

In promoting the use of 
these foods, health food fad- 
dists reveal a lack of know- 
ledge of nutrition and pro- 
cessing methods, 

In the first four products, 
they object to the pasteurize 
ing of milk, because they 
claim it destroys Vitamin C 
and causes a loss ofcalcium, 
Vitamin B end B ind ‘‘an- 
ti-stiff’’ factor preventing 
arthritis in young animals, 
an anti-anemia factor, anti- 
ulcer factor, a natural ger- 
micide, and more than a 
dozen enzymes, 

These claims are not true 
Pasteurization causes no 
loss of calcium and only 
minimal losses of the vitae 
mins, Claims for the other 
factors are absurd, 

The pasteurization of milk 
is important as a public 
health measure to ensure 
that T,B, and undulant fever 
are not transmitted from 
cow to man, 

Yogurt and buttermilk are 
not only made from pasteur- 
ized milk, but are even fur- 
ther ‘‘processed’’ by the 
addition of specific cultures 
They are certainly good 
foods to consume, but it is 
difficult to see why health 
food faddists call them “‘un- 
processed, ’’ 

Honey is pasteurized to 
destroy bacteria and moulds 
that reduce its shelf life, 
It is 80 per cent sugar and 
contains only minimal am- 
ounts of nutrients needed for 
daily intake, 

In Canada, all salt for 
household and table use must 
be iodized and the presence 
of iodine declared on the 
label, Sea salt may be found 
in health food stores; ‘‘for 
use in the bath,’’ but inten- 
ded for table use, The avoide 
ance of iodized salt leads to 
the possibility of getting 
simple goitre, As well, Sea 
salt is a questionable source 
of iodine and costs 10 times 
the price of regular iodized 
salt, 

As for raw sugar, it fer- 
ments easily, is often dirty, 
and its food value is not 
much better than white sug- 
ar, Demarara sugar isa 
course brown sugar, of

amount of fertilizer used, 
Fertilizers act only TO IN- 
CREASE CROP YIELD, The 
genes of a plant determine 
its nutrient composition, 

If insecticides and pesti- 
cides were not used, it is 
possible that up to 50 per 
cent of our crops would be 
destroyed by flying and 
crawling creatures. before 
they could be harvested for 
human consumption, The 
Food and Drug Directorate 
protects Canadians by pro- 
hibiting the sale of food pro- 
ducts that may contain any 
poisonous or harmful sub- 
stance, 

Tolerance for pesticide 
residues (considered pois- 
onous substances) are esta- 
blished to ensure that the 
consumption of residues will 
not exceed the acceptable 
daily intake (AD1) deter- 
mined for these pesticides, 
The Food and Drug Direct- 
orate continually monitors, 
inspects, and analyses sam- 
ples of foods, and works 
with agricultural and heal t 
officials to ensure propér 
use of pesticides, 

If a food is found to con- 
tain pesticide residues in 
excess of human tolerance 
levels, the offending food is 
removed from the market 
and fines levied, This pro- 
gram of the Food and Drug 
Directorate (F.D,D,) helps 
ensure the safety of our 
food supply.

Faba Bean Trial 
Plots Show Bright 


Prospects 


Faba beans, also refer- 
red to as ‘horsebeans’ may 
become a highly essential 
forage and seed crop in 
Alberta if this province’s 
106 experimental plots 
come up with the desired 
results, 

Two of the 106 Alberta 
Experimental Plots for Faba 
Beans were established in 
the Municipal District of 
Sturgeon this spring, one 
on the Bill Flynn farm while 
the other on the Al Sustryk 
farm near Gibbons, 

Last Friday, MD of Stur- 
geon agriculturist Wally 
Klatt, with the assistance 
of Alan Hall initiated an offi- 
cial visit to the W. Flynn 
Faba Bean experimental 
plot. Present were repre- 
sentatives of the Alberta 
Department of Agriculture, 
Laurent Fareau, supervisor 
of forage crops, Ralph Al- 
bert, photographer with the 
department of public affairs, 
Don England, MD of Sturgeon 
Fieldman along with W, 
(Bill) Flynn, owner of the 
land and co-operator in this 
field plot experiment, 

Faba beans are high in 
protein and have proven to 
be an excellent source of 
food, both for human cone 
sumption and domestic ani- 
mals, Several years ago, 
farmers in England, Ger- 
many and France started 
growing faba bean crops 
and these proved, over the 


years, to be a high-yield 
forage and seed crop, How- 
ever, with rising prices of 
wheat, European farmers 
switched back to growing 
wheat and now a shortage 
of faba beans is being felt 
throughout the world, 

In view of the ever grow- 
ing scarcity of protein foods 
the world-over, faba beans 
are being considered in Cane 
ada as an alternate protein 
source and its cultivation 
seriously considered, That 
is why experimental plots 
have been established in Al- 
berta this year and these 
extend from Bcw Island in 
southern Alberta to Mann- 
ing in the north, A total of 
106 plots, each of about 
five acres in size are now 
nearing a stage of maturity 
and according to Laurent 
Gareau, supervisor of fore 
age crops, Alberta Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, ‘the 
experiment is very encoure 
aging, the yield is better 
than was expected and prose 
pects for the faba bean in 
Alberta are very favor- 
able,’’ 

According to Wally Klatt, 
MD of Sturgeon agriculture 
ist, faba beans contain 100 
per cent more protein than 
wheat, thus making it a 


highly desirable crop. Mr. 
Klatt says that faba beans 
take between 10 and15 days 
longer to mature than wheat, 
however, its resistence to

frost, up to 10 degrees’ 

tolerance, makes this crop 
a relatively safe one for 
this part of Alberta, He fur- 
ther explained that faba 
beans, ifnot allowed to go the 
full 130 days to maturity 
because of weather condi- 
tions, can be harvested asa 
forage crop and yield be- 
tween 20 to 25 tons (wet 
weight) per acre, “If alle 
owed to mature, faba can 
also be harvested as a seed 
crop and used in a wide 
variety of ways, either as 
a food for the dinner table 
or a nutritive supplement 
for poultry, hogs, beef and 
dairy cattle,’’ 

The recommended seed- 
ing rate if 120 Ibs, per acre, 
the cost of faba seed is 
between $16 and #20 per 
hundredweight and the 
yield potential is between 
2,000 to 3,000 Ibs, per acre, 

Mr, Laurent Gareau of 
the Department of Agricule 
ture told The Gazette the 
Forage Crop Division of the 
department will be conducte 
ing extensive experiments 
and trials before the green 
light is given faba beans 
as a recommended seed and 
forage crop for Alberta fare 
mers, 

“We will conduct experi- 
ments to determine produc- 
tion costs,’’ Mr, Gareau 
said, ‘also to determine 
yields, quality of faba beans 
and its adaptability in Al- 
berta in relation to our type 
of farming.’’ He said faba

bean production in Alberta 
will also have to be con- 
Sidered as a crop that can 
be harvested with equipment 
presently in use in the pro- 
vince, ‘We don’t want to 
support a crop which will 
require special equipment 
to harvest and thus throw an 
added burden on the far- 
mer,’’ he said, 

Additional experiments 
and trials will be conducted 
by the University of Alberta, 
Animal Science Dept, in 
view of faba beans as a 
feed grain for fowl, hogs and 


cattle. ‘‘In this regard,’’ Mr. 


Gareau added, ‘‘the Depart- 
ment of Animal Science will 
conduct trial feeding ex- 
periments to determine the 
palatability of faba beans, 
its efficiency as a grain, 
its potential in the produc- 
tion of milk and the quality 
of milk faba bean-fed dairy 
cattle produce, 

Wally Klatt foresees faba 
bean crops in this area as a 
great source of feed and 
forage, “It’s a bit early to 
tell,’’? Mr, Klatt said, ‘but 
faba appears to be an ideal 
crop for this area in view 
of its productivity, resis- 
tance to frost and versat- 
ility.’’ 

Results of this year’s 
extensive field experimen- 
tal plots and subsequent 
trials will be released 
through the Alberta district 
agriculturist offices some- 
time during 1974,
